KENTUCKY STATE FAIR AT 
CHURCHIUL DOWNS. 

* - 

Historic Race Course at Louisville 
Will be Location of 1907 
Exhibition. 

After three weeks of negotiations 
with the owners of Douglas Park at 
Louisville, resulting in a failure to in¬ 
duce them to lease the grounds for 
the 1907 Kentucky State Fair, pend¬ 
ing the clearing of the title to the 
property, and adjustment of other 
matters in connection with the pur¬ 
chase of the track and buildings as 
a permanent location, the Kentucky 
State Board of Agriculture has been! 
given the use of Churchill Downs at 
Louisville for holding this year’s ex¬ 
hibition during the week of Septem-[ 
her 16. 

The Kentucky State Fair will there¬ 
fore be held on the dates mentioned, 
at historic Churchill Downs, where ' 
the fair last year was held. 

Messrs. Charles F. Granger and 
Matt J. Winn, representing thej 
Churchill Downs Interests, have nowi 
agreed to the use of these grounds j 
and a committee representing the I 
State Board has extended to them a 
vote of cordial thanks for their liber¬ 
ality in the matter, inasmuch as the 
grounds are tendered to the State 
Fair upon terms agreeable to the 
State Fair management. 

Churchill Downs, while a typical j 
race course, is considered to be the 
best equipped State Fair grounds in 
the South, with the possible excep¬ 
tion of Texas Fair Grounds. There 
will he an abundance of stall room 
for all kinds of live stock, there is a* 
big grand stand and there are many 
buildings suitable for the departments 
which must be shown indoors. 

The entry list in the different ex¬ 
hibit departments Is the greatest In 
the history t»f the Kentucky State 
Fair, at this time, three weeks prior 
to the exhibition. 

The State Fair management is 
spending over $7,000 in exploitation, 
and expects record breaking attend¬ 
ance daily. Some of the greatest 
amusement enterprises in the coun¬ 
try have been contracted with for 
State Fair week.

THE TRUE POSITION OF THE 
ANTI-SALOON LEAGUE. 

We give below a letter from Mr. ! 
C. L. Collins, Superintendent of the 
Anti-Saloon League, has issued the 
following letter, giving the true posi¬ 
tion or the Anti-SaJoon League of 
Kentucky: 

“The special from Danville, Ky.,j 
on Tuesday seems to demand some i 
comment. It appears that some sort 
of rally of temperance people is to 
be held at Danville on October 20th. 
What this rally is and who are the 
moving spirits in its management this 
office does not know. It is not a gath-; 
ering of the clans of the Anti-Saloon 
League. 

"No State convention of that body ; 
has been projected for this fall. It 
seems to me that this much is needed 
to be said in justice to the many 1 
thousands of friends of the league 1 
over the State. | 

“I am most interested, however, in 
the statement that this rally of the 
temperance forces of the State is like-1 
ly to ask the next General Assembly! 
to pass a law making the whole State j 
of Kentucky dry—a law similar to that i 
recently enacted in Georgia. Of j 
course it is anybody’s privilege to | 
ask the General Assembly to pass any ' j 
measure that he may desire. Some-]] 
times, however, lawmaking bodies do j 
not meet everybody’s wishes in full. , 
That may be the ease with such a f 
request as is suggested above as a , 
possibility. At any rate, I desire the f 
anti-saloon forces of Kentucky to ^ 
know that is yet the league has not: 
determined to seek such legislation, i 
All of us would hail the dawn of; 
such a day as that legislation will ul¬ 
timately bring. Toward that end we ^ 
are constantly at work. That end we ( 
shall surely attain. a 

“So far, however, no meeting of I 
the Board of Trustees of the Anti- c 
Saloon League has been held to de- < 
termine what legislation we shall seek. 
Such a meeting will be held in due ( ] 
time and then our position will be s 
decided. !. 

“In full accord with the settled pol- t - 
icy of the league, all over the conn- „ 
try. we shall move deliberately 
enough to he reasonably sure that 
the Sta.te is ready for the enforcement! 


:; any law before we seek its enact- 
: ment. The Anti-Saloon League knows 
j »o stopping place this side of com- 
! plete victory; but we reserve the 
i right to exercise our best judgment, 
guided by long experience, as to time 
1 j and ways and means. Our watchword 
in Onward. Our organization is as 
j perfect as we can make it. Our agita- 
! tion will continue. 

“The two measures which it is cer¬ 
tain we shall ask at the hands of 
the next General Assembly are (1) 
the extension of the so-called County 
Unit Law to cover all counties in the 
'State, and (2), a measure eliminating 
the sale of liquor from places of bus¬ 
iness other than saloons. We confi¬ 
dently expect to secure such legisla¬ 
tion. The first of these laws would 
i enable all but about a half-dozen 
counties in the State to vote dry be- 
, fore Christmas, 1908. The other would 
| put the sale of liquor in the cities 
into the hands of those who are en- 
| tirely amenable to the license boards 
and remove many of the vi.est feat¬ 
ures of the present system.’’
